Priority 

1. The translation of the priority document, Korean Application 10-2002-0011639, 
has been received and entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel the non-elected withdrawn claims 1-19. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 20 and 22-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
alone or in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest the method as cited in present 
claim 20. 

The closest prior art to the applicant's claimed invention is Dallmier et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,795,487) and Na et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,037,318). Both of these 
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references disclose processes for preparing a biocide using a stabilized hypochlorite. 
However, neither of the references teaches or fairly suggests the step of preparing a 
stabilized alkali or alkaline earth metal hypochlorite having a pH of at least 1 1 by mixing 
a chlorine oxidant including alkali or alkaline earth metal hypochlorite with a stabilizer in 
an alkali solution. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
